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Stand Alone 


BONNER FELLERS, Brigadier General, Army (Ret.) 


Editor’s Note—Although this arti- 
cle (titled the editor) 
reality series excerpts from 
address delivered General Fel- 
lers over Station KVOD, Denver, 
January 12, 1958, the ideas set 
forth are taken largely from his 
book, for Peace.” Because 
the importance his views con- 
cerning the security America, 
this brief statement should con- 
sidered reading every- 
one interested the future the 
United States. 


THE Eisenhower-Dulles report 
the Nation the recent NATO Con- 
ference was restrained one. And 
the deadly threat our survival was 
significantly omitted. talk there- 
fore will address itself the dangers 
face and other critical issues not 
touched upon the Eisenhower-Dulles 
report. 

October 26, preparatory step 
the impending NATO Conference 
Paris, President Eisenhower and 
Prime Minister Macmillan issued 
joint statement. begins: 

“The arrangements which the na- 
tions the free world have made for 
collective defense and mutual help are 
based the recognition that the con- 
cept national self-sufficiency now 
out date.” 

This most astonishing admission. 
“National self-sufficiency now out 
date” means the soldier that can 
longer stand alone. Could this 
true? Most certainly the Soviet Union 
can stand alone. And it—with its 
enslaved population—can stand alone, 
then why can’t we—who are still free 
—stand alone also? Might not 
deadly peril, our defense—our 
very survival—depends upon others? 
Have abandoned our traditional 
American self-reliance and placed our 
destiny the collective defense con- 
cept? 

The theory collective defense has 
scarcely ever been challenged. General 
Eisenhower—with the enormous mili- 


tary prestige World War 
selected set the NATO defenses. 
This fact alone seemed most ob- 
servers sound endorsement the 
collective defense idea. And the 
concept collective defense the 
NATO structure has been built. 


Collective Defense NATO 

Yet today, despite official praise 
NATO—the so-called Shield West- 
ern Europe—the actual defense picture 
dark. After nearly years prepara- 
tion, NATO surface forces defending 
the Rhineland number less than 
divisions. NATO air power Europe 
decidedly inferior the Red air 
force. Heralded the postwar answer 
the Soviet threat, European NATO 
all but impotent. The present power 
ratio between the Soviet capability for 
attack and the European NATO capa- 
bility for defense such that 
obvious: 

(a) That the Red army could over- 
run Europe. 

(b) That the Red air force and 
probably the Red IRBM could destroy 
Europe. 


World peace today rests not 
European NATO but entirely the 
American Strategic Air Force which 
not even part NATO. 

But our administration leaders are 
not disturbed. the Paris NATO 
conference, new collective program 
was introduced. now propose 
place our intermediate range ballistic 
missile the hands European 
NATO powers. could not afford 
adequately arm Europe with troops 
and bombers; how can now afford 
arm with the IRBM? This wea- 
pon may prove just costly the 
bomber. Missiles are not retrievable. 

Our NATO aid cannot well stop 
with the supply nuclear weapons.

vide our allies with defensive weapons. 


Neutral NATO? 


assume that have provided 
the NATO powers with adequate of- 
fensive and defensive weapons. 
have absolutely assurance that the 
Soviets would attack Europe. The 
United States the only Nation block- 
ing the Communists’ dream world 
domination. most likely—and 
militarily sound—that the Reds 
strike, they will bypass Europe and 
strike directly the United States and 
our overseas strategic air bases encircl- 
ing the Soviet Union. The Reds could 
strike most these bases without di- 
rectly attacking the European NATO 
powers. Except Spain, which not 
part NATO, there are strategic 
air bases the European Continent. 
Our bases England cannot used 
war without the express consent 
the British Prime Minister. 

Unless attacked, our European Allies 
might inclined not strike the 
Soviet Union but rather neutral. 
attacked European NATO 
powers could hold their weapons 
reserve, just case the Red attack 
against them might come later. Most 
certainly, remain neutral and hold 
their fire would human reaction. 

Although this problem neutrality 
plagued the Paris NATO conference, 
carefully omitted the Eisen- 
hower-Dulles report the Nation. 
Actually, our three principal allies 
—France, Britain, and Germany—only 
Britain has agreed (to date) pro- 
vide missile bases. 

Last October Mr. Elmo Wilson, 
director the New Herald Tri- 
bune World Poll, 1957, took revealing 
samples public opinion powers 
—all which are friendly the 
United States. Mr. Wilson’s question 
was: 

“In case war breaks out between the 
United States and the Soviet Union, 
you think your country should 
everything its power not get 
involved? Or, you think should 
take part one side the other?” 

Two out eleven countries polled, 
voted take sides. the Netherlands, 
percent those polled—and 
Australia, percent those polled— 
voted support the United States. 

The remaining nine countries voted 
not become involved. Vote percent- 
ages, country, follow: Sweden, 
percent; Austria, percent; Norway, 
percent; Belgium, percent; Italy, 
percent; France, percent; Ger- 
many, percent; Brazil, percent; 
Britain, percent. 

This well-known Allied affinity for 


neutrality makes one wonder our 
leaders have given sufficient considera- 
tion the fact that should World War 
forced upon us—there every 
probability that shall fighting 
alone. would foolhardy plan 
otherwise. 

Should war come, our European 
allies will receive such Soviet punish- 
ment their war effort invites. 
they stay out the way—they may 
survive. they attack the Soviet 
Union, they will destroyed. This 
fact forces one discount the war- 
time value the IRBM the hands 
NATO powers. 

must recognize that self-preser- 
vation the first law nature. Unlike 
any war the past, the next war will 
total. When entire population 
faces extinction, nations, like individ- 
uals, put survival above all else—no 
matter how solemn the obligation. For 
such stand for survival people 
can blamed. 

the Reds strike—only war can 
write the answer. Under such circum- 
stances, the American people dare 
subscribe the Eisenhower-Macmillan 
agreement that national self-sufficiency 
now out date? 

What could suit the Kremlin better 
than for the United States rest its 
survival collective allied help? 


Collective Defense—in Korea 


Our leaders ought know about 
collective defense. was tried the 
recent Korean war and utterly failed. 
this war, 500,000 South Koreans 
fought heroically. Our contribution was 
450,000 American troops; and 
probably paid most the bills. All 
other allies combined contrib- 
uted token force 45,000—a mere 
percent the American effort and 
less than percent the total forces. 
Under this collective concept, for the 
first time our history, failed 
win war. 

The truth is—when nation be- 
comes member the collective, 
loses control its own destiny. 
could have won the war Korea but 
our allies, with varied global 
interests, could not agree such 
victory. shall yet pay for our 
Korean compromise. 


Collective Security and 
Our Survival 


The true defense position the 
United States controversial. Admini- 
stration opponents claim that are 
not strong the Soviet Union and 
that our very survival desperately 
threatened. Statements from the White 
House—on the other hand—claim that 
today are stronger than the Red 
forces. 

There need controversy over 
our defense position. More than year 


ago had the sworn testimony 
Generals LeMay and Twining that un- 
less our air programs were stepped 
enormously, some time between 1958 
and 1960 the Red air force would have 
gained world air ascendency. And 
are compelled assume that the Red 
missile program ahead ours. Con- 
sequently, the necessity strengthen 
our own defenses desperate. 

One wonders, after 
American taxpayers have spent de- 
fense, why now face this emergency. 
There are several parts the answer: 

Our top leaders, notably recent 
Secretary Defense Wilson, have long 
refused believe that the Soviets were 
capable creating the forces they now 
possess. Mr. Wilson’s attitude was: 
“The Russians are not feet tall.” 
measure this stubborn stand set the 
tone the and his admini- 
stration’s attitude. 

The NATO surface defense 
Europe, which have committed 
ourselves, has caused spend much 
too much conventional surface war- 
fare—for the Army, the Navy, and for 
ground support air units. 

Our foreign-aid program has cost 
more than $60 billion since World 
War This foreign aid has been ex- 
tended allies greatly the detriment 
our own defense. 

The probability neutral Euro- 
pean NATO not all that could plague 
our collective defense. addition, our 
overseas air bases, for the most part, 
may not available us. The sound 
military planner knows these facts: 

Overseas bases are more suscepti- 
ble ground sabotage than those 
the Western Hemisphere. 

The host country—when war 
imminent—may, the hope sur- 
vival, seek neutrality and thus deny 
the use its bases. 

Bases most vulnerable Soviet 
air and missile attack are those nearest 
the Soviet Union. 

These two probabilities, neutrality 
and unavailability bases, may leave 
little choice other than depend 
upon North American air and missile 
bases. Thus, 
whose passion worldwide collective 
defense, may the end forced 
become the true isolationists. 

From North American bases can 
and must defend the Western Hem- 
isphere. And from the Western Hem- 
isphere can keep the peace the 
world—provided are stronger than 
the Soviet Union. And even this 
not enough. Our own American forces 
must enough stronger that can 
win—with what left—after Red 
sneak attack. make ourselves this 
strong, the chances war are very 
remote indeed.

WHEN man one labor 
grade assigned perform any 
the work man higher labor 
grade entitled the rate 
pay for the higher labor grade? 


Here’s what happened. 


The employee question was em- 
ployed certain labor grade with 
definite rate pay. During the time 
another employee the same depart- 
ment was vacation, the grievant 
was assigned fill for him. The 
labor grade the vacationing em- 
ployee was somewhat higher than the 
but adjustment was made 
the grievant’s pay for the week 
was filling the other job. The 
labor agreement provided that when 
employees were temporarily 
ferred another job they would 
paid their own rate the rate the 
job which they were assigned, which- 
ever was greater. The union contended 
that the grievant was transferred the 
higher paying job and under previ- 
ous arbitration another arbitrator had 
held that even though the transferred 
employee does not perform even 
cannot perform all the duties the 
job which transferred never- 
theless entitled the pay the job 
since was actually transferred it. 
The company contended that the em- 
ployee had not been transferred but 
had merely been assigned help the 
person charge certain work and 
had actually done nothing more than 
work the same general character and 
the same labor grade, his regular 
job. Such fill-ins were fairly common 
that department and objection 
had ever been made before. 


Does the mere fact replacement 
man higher labor grade 
entitle the employee higher 
rate pay? 


The arbitrator felt there was 
ciently distinguishing characteristics be- 
tween the former case and the present 
case warrant his concluding was 
not bound the previous decision. 
then decided that the grievant was not 
transferred within the meaning the 
contract but was rather assigned 
perform only limited part those 
duties the vacationing employee. 
Since the duties was actually as- 
signed perform, and did perform, 


all came within duties job his 
own labor grade, was not entitled 
paid according the pay the 
higher labor grade, which per- 
formed none the duties. 


Does the company waive the time 
limitation the filing griev- 
ances accepting and discussing 
the grievance? 


Here’s what happened. 


The contract had definite clause 
the effect that grievance would 
dealt with under the grievance pro- 
cedure unless was presented within 
two weeks after its occurrence. The 
company established new job classifi- 
cations certain department and 
duly notified the union. The grievant 
worked that department and accord- 
ingly was put certain class. little 
over two months later filed griev- 
ance claiming should have been put 


higher class. The company accepted 
the grievance, discussed with the 
union representatives and issued for- 
mal reply. The grievance then pro- 
gressed through the various steps 
the grievance procedure until finally 
came arbitration. The company then 
claimed for the first time that since 
the grievance had not been filed within 
two weeks the occurrence com- 
plained of, was not arbitrable. The 
union claimed that was continuing 
violation the contract and conse- 
quently objection grievance 
could raised any time long 
the violation continued. Furthermore, 
said the union, accepting and dis- 
cussing the grievance the earlier 
steps the company must considered 
have waived the requirement that 
the grievance filed within two weeks 
the occurrence. 


Was continuing violation which 
could raised any time had 
the company waived the time limit 
for raising the grievance? 


The arbitration board did not pass 
upon the claim continuing viola- 
tion. held that the time limitation 
directed barring from the griev- 
ance procedure grievances not filed 
within two weeks. However, once 
the grievance procedure acceptance

WHAT STANDARD? 
ALAN BROWN 
Norden-Ketay Corp. 


NOWADAYS, the standard cost 
method accounting for factory cost 
widely accepted and used. While 
does not have universal application, 
the method particularly useful 
those companies that manufacture 
large number identical similar 
items. They find that standard costs 
provide excellent means cost con- 
trol and usually, though not always, 
reduction accounting clerical ex- 
pense. When standards are firmly es- 
tablished, each part can analyzed for 
possible cost reduction from reliable 
base. 

But what the preferred type 
standard, and how can computed? 
Whether the measured cost for direct 
materials, labor, overhead, there 
must premeditated relationship 
between the standards and actual cost. 
This varies widely with preferences 
different managements, but may 
roughly classified ideal, practical, 
identical. 

The ideal standard next im- 
possible achieve, reflecting the best 
operations and conditions. The 
identical standard cost maintained 
close actual cost possible, measur- 
ing only the change from the date 
which the standards were last set. The 
practical standard bears family re- 
semblance actual cost but contains 
enough the ideal reward opti- 
mum performance and expose care- 
lessness. 

Each these standards has pro- 
ponents and advantages. The ideal 
standard serves constant spur 
improvement, since the performance 
can never equal the goal. One interest- 
ing feature this method the es- 
tablishment standards for purchased 
items computing the job though 
were being manufactured inside and 
adding appropriate profit. there 
sufficient knowledge the produc- 
tion skills involved, this serves 
check both the vendor and the 
buyer. 

The identical standard appeals 
the accountant. permits evalua- 
tion the inventory that will ac- 
ceptable for both the financial reports 
and income tax reports without the 


need for sizeable variance adjustments. 
The cost reduction analyst can use the 
identical standard for computing po- 
tential savings and have confidence that 
actual results will match. And there 
need “normal” variance com- 
puted bring standards work- 
able budget. 

The practical standard, however, 
contains the better features both the 
ideal and the identical. does not 
automatically include inferior labor 
material standards merely because they 
are the best that the company can 
achieve temporarily, and yet does not 
vary far from actual cost that 
unrealistic for inventory pricing, cost 
reduction work, budgets. repre- 
sents compromise between control 
standard and inventory standard. 

The standards for each the three 
basic elements cost may differ 
principle, but the accountant must as- 
sure himself that significant variances 
will measured and that will ob- 
tain reasonable costing. 

Standards for purchased materials 
should reviewed the accountant, 
who will compare them with previous 
purchase orders. Three current quota- 
tions from vendors should available 
for each major component. These 
standards will necessarily tend 
identical with actual cost, but this 
case the variations from previous cost 
the significant trend measured.
